GREENSBORO—FEDERAL CouRT— 
Point, &c.—Our traveling cor- 
respondent, who has been to Greens- 
boro and High Point during the past 
few days, gives us the following 
items: 


‘The town gives marked evidences 
of progress. Several handsome build- 
ings are on the verge of completion, 
and the sound of the hammer rings 
forth from every quarter. One source 
of enterprise destined to have its 
beneficial effect upon Greensboro is 
tobacco manufacturing. The people 
are becoming aroused to a sense of 
the advantages they possess for the 
pursuit of this occupation, and the 
excellent prospect before them, having 
a fine tobacco country and ample 
railroad facilities. A large brick fac- 
tory is being erected, near the depot, 
by Messrs. E. P. Jones & Bre., for 
this purpose. Other facts in relation 
to the town could be mentioned, but 
for the present, we mnst omit them. 

On Monday, the United States Dis- 
trict Court convened with Judge 
Diek as the presiding gente. On 
Tuesday his Honor delivered a 


Grand Jury. He dwelt with partic— 
ular earnestness on the necessity for 
the vigorous prosecution of all viola- 
tions of internal revenue law. He 
defended the course taken by our gov- 
ernment in deriving its revenue from 
taxes upon whiskey and tobacco, ar- 
ticles whieh he characterized as inju- 
rious to the public, instead of from 
the necessities of life. In connection 
with this subject he spoke with con- 
siderable force of the misery and in- 
jury inflicted upon mankind by the 
use of ardent spirits, and, in fact, he 
weaved into the discourse, in a most 
happy style, a first-class temperance 
lecture. The docket contains fifty- 
eight criminal cases. Those of a 
most interesting nature consists of 
seven indictments against parties for 
counterfeiting United States curren- 
ey, and one against J. G. Blount, J. 
Deweese, S. H. Sweetland ef 
for conspiracy to defraud the govern- 
ment out of funds placed in their 
hands for distribution among the 
Cherokee Indians of our State. 

The counterfeiters belong to that 
band in Western North Carolina 
and Kastern ‘Tennessee upon which 
a general raid was made last October 
by the United States Marshal and his 
deputies. Many of the parties were 
coavicted and sentenced to imprison- 
onment in the Albany Penitentiary, 
but the cases of the present individ- 
uals were transferred for trial to this 
place. A noteworthy commentary 
on the depravity of the times is that 
one of the persons beld for trial was 
arrested in the Court House of Salis- 
bury, at the term of the Superior 
Court, while acting in the capacity of 
foreman of the Grand Jury. It Is 
thought about two weeks will be 
consumed in tiie business of the Court. 
The lawyers noticed in attendance 
are Hon. Wm. A. Graham, of Hills- 
boro; Jas. A. Graham and 8. Par- 
ker, of Graham; John Manning, 
of Pittsboro; Thomas C. Fuller, 
Armstead Jones and Geo. V. Strong, 
of Raleigh; Jas. W. Reid and Win. 
Mebane, of Wentworth; Thos. J. 
Wilson, i. H. Starbuck, Col. J. W. 
Alispaugh and Col. Jas. Masten, of 
Winston: C. W. Watson and John 
H. Welbourne, of Lexington; Me 
Corkle & Bailey, of Salisbury, and Y. 
S. Luske, the District Attorney, 
and his associate, Col. Mark Erwin, 
both of Asheville. 

From Greensboro we went to High 
Point, so called from being the most 
elevated town between the low coun- 
try and the Blue Ridge, standing 943 
teet above the level of the sea. 

The town comprises eight hun- 
dred inhabitants; has twelve stores, 
two hotels and not a single bar room, 
consequently the people talk moder- 
ately and sensibly. 

Before the completion of the North- 
western North Carolina Railroad, 
from Greensboro to Salem, High 
Point was the depot for the latter 
place and the country contiguous 
thereto, and a line of stages ran daily 
from one place to the other. Since 
this event the town has declined in 
material prosperity ; a large amount 
of travel and trade being diverted 
therefrom. One source of enterprise 
whieh would add to its improvement 
would be the building of a handsome 
hotel for the accommodation of Sum- 
mer visitors. ‘There are some beau- 
tiful sites for this purpose, and the 
situation offers favorable induce- 
ments asa Summer resort. The cli- 
mate is most excellent, the water 
pure and the scenery quite pictur- 
esque, with the rolling hills covered 
green grasses and grains which flour- 
ish here most extensively. 

It is also situated in a most splen- 
did frnit-growing belt of country, 
viz: those portions of Guilford, 
Forsythe, Stokes, Rockingham and 
Surry counties which lie between the 
Deep and Yadkin rivers. Quite a 
large amount of this commodity is 
dried here and shipped to Northern 
markets. About two miles distant 
is a place known as the Model Farm, 
which was started in 1868 by a Balti- 
more association of Quakers as a 
practical demonstration to our people 
of the advantages we possess for 
stock farming and the manufacture 
of butter. 

This experiment has been most 
eminently successful, being produc- 
tive of considerable remuneration in 
proportion to the capital employed. 
‘The butter is equal toany manufac- 
tured in the country, and brings 65 
cents in the Philade'phia market. 

Learning a dearly bought lesson of 
experience from the war and its re- 
sults, we are commencing to estimate 
our varied and ,extensive resources 
for acquiring competency and wealth. 
With our great variety of climate, 
natural fertility of soil, great unde- 
veloped revenue, weaith and exten- 
sive facilities for manufacturing pur- 
poses, North Carolina will in course 
of time take a prominent position 
among the most prosperous States 


of the Union.

THE SEABOARD AND RALEIGH 
RAILROAD—THE SURVEY COMPLE- 
TED TO RALEIGH—THE RECEPTION 
OF THE ENGINEERS BY THE RALEIGH 
BOARD OF ‘TRADE AND BUSINESS 
MEN.—An article in our paper ofa 
few days ago announced the arrival 
in Rocky Mount of Major Henry 
J. Rogers, Captain D. P. MeCorkle 
and Captain Poiteaux, topo- 
graphical eagineers, who are engaged 
in surveying the line of the Seaboard 
and Raleigh Railroad. The en- 
gineers left Kocky Mount about ten 
days ago, taking the shortest practi- 
cal route to this city, a distance of 
about forty miles. Friday Maj. A. 
G. Lee, of the Raleigh Board of ‘Trade, 
went out to meet the engineers, and 
found them in five miles of the city. 
Yesterday they rushed through and 
reached the city limits about 53 
o’clock p.m. The engineers seemed 
particularly well pleased with the 
section they passed through from 
Rocky Mount to this city, and found 
only one person that opposed the 
proposed railroad; that person was 
an old lady who knew her chickens 
would all be killed by the cars, and 
strenuously opposed survey 
through her premises. The farmers 
all along the route not only favor the 
road, but are willing to lend their aid 
and mite to complete it. At Wil- 
liamston, Tarboro’ and Rocky Mount 
the people were almost a unit in fa- 
vor of the road, and seem particularly 
desirous of an immediate railroad 
connection with the Metropolis. 

We spent two days in Tarboro’ the 
past week where we met a large 
number of farmers and other busi- 
ness men. We conversed freely on 
the subject of the new road and we 
have yet to see or hear of the first 
man that opposes its construction. 
From these facts we are led to 
believe that with the hearty co- 
operation of our business men, 
(who are more to be benefitted than 
any one else) the Seaboard and Ral- 
eigh Railroad will soon be in the 
course of construction. The people 
along the line want the road; they 
desire a connection with Raleigh,are 
willing to aid in the construction of 
the road and reasonably expect Ral- 
eigh to subscribe its proportionate 
share of the stock. 

As above stated, the Engineer 
Corpse arrived within the city limits 
yesterday evening when they were 
met by a deputation of our citizens 
and escorted to the Yarborough 
House. ‘They were accompanied by 
Messrs. Moore, Pender and Daniels, 
of kdgecombe, as Assistants. 


MORE OF THE RAILROAD LEASE 
AND THE INJUNCTION CASE.— 
A dispateh was received by Gov. 
Caldwell Friday night announcing 
the reception of his despatch forbid- 
ding any lease of the Atlantie road, 
and directing all proceedings in rela- 
tion tothe lease to be stopped. The 
order of injunction was served late 
Friday evening. 

L. J. Moore, Esq., of Newbern ar- 
rived in the city yesterday evening 
and had an interview with the Gov- 
ernor, but as to its nature we are not 
informed, but naturally inferred it 
was in regard to the lease. 

P. S.—Since the above was placed 
in type, we learn from our Newbern 
exchanges of yesterday that the lease 
movement has fully roused up the 
whole town, and the reception of the 
telegram bringing notice of Judge 
Watts’ restraining order created 
great indignation among the friends 
of the lease. Mr. Appleton Oak- 
smith has resigned his position in 
the Midland Company in conse- 
quence of attacks made upon him by 
certain newspapers. After the re- 
ception of the above mentioned tel- 
egram, stock of the Atlantic & North 
Carolina Railroad sold on the streets 
of Newbern at $1 per share. ‘The 
Republic-Courier says that the pro- 
posed lease of theA. & N.C. R. R. 
had passed the Board of Directors 
and been referred to the stock hold- 
ers’ meeting several hours before 
any notice of injunction was served 
upon the members thereof.

“The lawyer or the doctor who in- 
vests his time and talent in a profes- 
sional education, or the merchant 
who lays out his means with the 
view of gain, isas justly entitled to 
his legitimate profit in his profession 
or on his business as the producer of 
cotton. This is one of the axioms of 
society, and indeed one of the foun- 
dation stones of business. History 
furnishes no instance where class has 
been arrayed against class, except at 
the imminent peril of one or all. 
There is no other alternative. On 
the contrary, whenever the respec- 
tive classes of society are in harmo- 
ny one with the other, each exercis- 
ing its own peculiar rights and priv- 
ileges in its own proper sphere, all is 
peace and prosperity. 

While this paper recognizes the 
necessity for the establishment of the 
Grange movement, and for the prop- 
avation of its doctrines, (and the wri- 
ter claims to know whereof he 
spsaks,) it does not, nor never will, 
countenance the slightest deviation 
from the strictest principle of justice 
and of benefit to all. We have la- 
bored zealously and assiduously for 
the advancement of the farmers’ 
movement, and we do not expect to 
lessen our labor, or lay down a self- 
imposed task, until the farmer and 
working man of the land shall be el- 
evated to the position to which their 
intelligence and virtue entitles them;

Southern Historical Society. 

The Southern people do not seem 
alive to the importance of fostering 
and encouraging this organization. 
That it should be done is due the 
dead and necessary to the truth of 
yet unwritten history. 

The North is tlooding the country 
with books, pamphlets, &¢., contain- 
ing statements concerning the events 
of the late struggle, and the parts en- 
acted by various participators, which 
are at variance with truth and unfair 
and unjust, not only to individual 
Southern leaders but to us as a people. 

In discussing the merit of the 
Southern Historical Society and the 
advantage which will accrue there- 
from to the whole South, the imme- 
diate writing of the history of the 
waris not advocated. That should 
not now be done on either side. The 
historian to compile a truthful and 
dispassionate account of this event 
has not yet been seen the light of 


day. No spectator or. participator 
in the occurrences of the last 


score of years, or one Coming on 
withtheimmediately succeeding gen- 
eration, ean so far escape the taint of 
prejudice as to handle the pen of the 
historian in this matter with that 
impartiality so necessary to keep the 
muse of history umblemished by 
willful falsehood or ingenious pre- 
varication. 

He that is to hand down to posteri- 
ty a faithful and reliable history of 
our late war, its inception, events 
and consequences, is yet to come, and 
will come only when time shall have 
blotted out all recollections of wrongs 
and their causes, and when differ- 
ences, engendered by sectionalism, 


shall have been swept away. 
But this future historian must have 


reliable data to collate from. Now ‘s 
the time for its eolleetion, men 
contemporary with the events to be 
recorded must furnish it. In order 
to do this there must be some organ-— 
ized and systematic effort put forth 
for the collection of such material 
and its proper preservation after 


its collection. ‘This is why the 
Southern Historical Society  ad- 
dresses itself so strongly to the 


Southern people for support and en- 
couragement. If we of the South 
persist in the neglect of this impor- 
tant work but a few score of years 
will elapse ere this data will be ex- 
ceedingly difficult, if not impossible, 
to obtain, and the future chronicler 
will be forced to cull from the records 
of our adversaries alone, and thus our 
rights will go undefended, our wrongs 
undenounced and the heroism of our 
people pass into a shadowy tradition. 
Such of the archives of the Confed- 
eracy as escaped the flames at Rich- 
mond, Va., are now hidden away at 
Washington, D. C., and the authori- 
ties have refused to allow them to be 
examined for the purposes of the So- 
ciety, therefore, it behooves every 
Southern man who can to lend his 
aid toward rendering of no avail this 
effort at the suppression of the truth 
of history. The historian who is yet 
to come will collate with an impar- 
tial hand and unbiased and disecrimi- 
nating mind from the records handed 
down by the one side and the other. 
Let us have our statement properly 
and fairly made out for him. 

Hon. Z. B. VANCE, of Charlotte, 
is one of the Vice-Presidents of the 
Southern Historical Society and 
President of the North Carolina 
branch of it. We trust that he will 
continue to press upon our people 
the vital importance of this work, 
and that his efforts will be heartily 
seconded by all in the State who are 
in a position to give aid toward the 
furtherance of the objects of the So- 
ciety. There are many gentlemen 
in the State who could make valua- 
ble contributions to the archives of 
the Society regarding the part borne 
by North Carolina in the days of the
